This object can ouly be 
reached by comparison, which the exhibition 
is designed to bring about. It is worth every 
farmer’s while to know by the evidenee of 
his own eyesight whether the method which 
he follows in rais ug ai y particular kind of 
farm produce is better or worse than his neigh- 
bor's. By taking the trouble to exhibit his 
product alongside that of his neighbor he 
and all others interested can judge forthem- 
selves and benefit accordingly. The success- 
ful exhibitor in any class, supposing the 
prize to have been won fairly, does more for 
the country by proving what perfection can 
be attained in that class than he prob 
ably could in any other way, and the loser 
should consider the information he has 
gained as more than an offset to the prize 
which he tailed to secure. The object of the 
show is not simply to win prizes but tospread 
useful information, and the greater the num 
ber of exhibits and the greater the number 
of people to see them the more thorough the 
information and the more widely it will be 
spread. Theories in regard to farming which 
were all right in other regions are no good 
here where everything is new, and so much 
untried. The sooner it haa been proven by 
actual experiment which product in field 
produce or stock is the best, the most reli.

similar measures Were such necessary. It 
doss not appear, however, that they are 
necessary. These people have only come to 
tie North. West after an arrangement with 
the Canadian government which must have 
recognized them as Mormons while accepting 
them aa citizens. Had that recognition been 
denied them they either would not have 
come atallor would only have come pre- 
pared to submit unconditionally to the laws 
and customs of the country in which they 
chose to live and the society hy which they 
were surrounded, When they are dealt with 
by the government as Mormons, as they have 
been, instead of simply as prospective citi- 
zena, as they should have been, they are 
placed in a position of advantage from which 
it is the «uty of the public to see they ure at 
once and without ceremony deposed. Tl. at 
there should be, us there m. religious toleia- 
tion in Canada all must ad.nit, but no coun- 
try, much less a young and sparsely peovled 
country, can afford to allow treason to flour 

ish and social abominations to spread merely 
because the iniquities are performed under 
the name of religion.

2 That Calgary 
nas especially felt the evils of the present 
system, the illicit liquor traffic having reach- 
ed in this district enormous proportions, and 
that in the opinion of thie meeting the evil 
would be to & great extent remedied by the 
extension to the town of the license system 
che moditied form of the lieutenaut-jov- 
ernor granting permits to responsible parties 
in Calgary for the importation aud sale of 
beers and other liquors. No. 3 That in 
regard to the manufacture of beer in this 
district this meeting is of the opinion that 
the issue of the yovernor-general’s permit to 
a responsible tirm or company to manufac- 
ture beer in this district ia greatly to be 
desired, both as leading to the establishment 
of a large industry and a consequent market 
for barley and other produce, and as also 
leading to the diminution of the huge pro. 
portions of the present illicit trade in liquor. 
No. 4 That the town council uf Calgary 
and the meurbers of the Calgary district in 
the North-West Council be requested to use 
their strongest efforts to obtain the granting 
ot the permits referred to in the foregoing 
resolutions.” The parties supporting th 
resolutions evidently do not consider the 
liquor trattic in iteelf injurious. But they 
are horritied at the results of the traffic when 
it lacks the authorization ot law. Instead of 
desiring the traffic to be regulated by the 
law they desire the law to be accommodated 
to the traffic. On the same grounds they 
would be horrified at murder because it is 
contrary to law, but instead of trying to do 
away with the crime they would restore 
peace and quietness by doing away with the 
law which made it a crime. It ie universally 
admitted that the liquor trathe must be kept 
under restrictions, Whether those restric- 
tions are to be lax or severe is the only ques- 
tion. That the greater the severity the 
greater the tendency to break them may 
he true, but on the other hand no regulations 
having due regard to the requirements of 
civilization can be made 80 lax that they 
will not be broken. Those who hold up a 
license system as a preventative of illicit 
liquor dealing must either know very little 
of the experience where that system 16 in 
vogue or else must be very insincere. An- 
other matter to be considered is that the 
more strict the law the more easy it is to 
keep the trattic within reasonable bounds 
and the more lax it is tne more dithcult it is 
to deal with. Resolutions number two aud 
three are decidedly trigid in character. The 
majority of the 150 substantial and respect- 
able citizens having for several years past 
lent their influence towards paralyzing the 
action of the prohibitory law in their town 
now on action being taken be the authorities 
to enforce it in spite of their opposition, 
profess their sorrow that it cannot be enfore · 
ed und ask that Calgary be made an excep- 
tion to the law--that it be wade the great 
illicit. whiskey market for the North-West. 
That this would be a grand thing financially 
for Calyary there can be no doubt, just as it 
would bea fine thing for any one or two 
saloon keepers in cach town to have the 
monopoly of whiskey selling under a license. 
But when Calgary xets leave to set up in the 
grog business other business centres will be 
entitled to and claim the same privilege, and 
when one man is granted liquor license it
